Section 5004 makes specific how these petitions shall

Tho most famous Philippine volcano 


nnd one of the Quest volcano cones In 
the world Is Oi.it of Majon. Its height 
Is S.9TO feet, nnd the volcano Is visible 
it a groat distance. Since 17CC records 
have boon kept of Its eruptions. 
In 


that year many plantations nnd vil- 
lages were burled under a stream of 
lava which flowed down Its eastern 
slope. 
About 1.200 lives were lost in 


the eruption of ISM. which burled tho 
country nround a part of the bnso of 
Mnyou under the outpourings of lava 
nnd dust.
